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Solar Annex and 





With the touch of a pen on official 
documents in Lake Buena Vista Wednes- 
day and the roar of a bulldozer at the Cent- 
ral Energy Plant last Friday, two signific- 
ant steps were taken toward the realiza- 
tion of several elements in our EPCOT 
master plan for Walt Disney World’s fu- 
ture. 

Both are significant, in that one intro- 
duces a new direction in Lake Buena Vis- 
ta, that of the construction of an office 
park complex for industry and commerce 
to utilize; while the other is a new direc- 
tion in energy, the converting of the sun’s 
rays to perform functions previously gen- 
erated by fossil fuels. 

WE’LL CALL IT “COMMERCE 
COMMONS”... 

Plans for the development of Lake 
Buena Vista Commerce Commons office 
park were jointly announced Wednesday 


by Walt Disney Productions President 
Card Walker and Donald Love, President 
of Oxford Properties U.S., Ltd. Our com- 
pany has selected Oxford Properties to 
develop Commerce Commons on a 50- 
acre site in Lake Buena Vista, bordering 
l-4. The ultimate plan calls for a series of 
buildings with up to two-million square 
feet of space for industry and commerce to 
utilize, to be constructed in stages as de- 
mand warrants. 

Phase I of the project will be a five-story 
building of approximately 100,000 square 
feet of office space. And in an additional 
agreement, Sun First National Bank of 
Orlando will become our first and primary 
tenant in it. 

The building will feature a park-like en- 
trance. It will be enclosed at the top with 
skylights and balconies facing inward at

each level, similar in concept to the Con- 
temporary Resort. The exterior of the 
building will be composed of reflecting 
glass, designed to maximize energy con- 
servation while taking full advantage of 
the surrounding park-like landscape. 
The building will be one of several in the 
master plan, to be built on a rectangular 
site in Lake Buena Vista, with approxi- 
mately 3,000 feet of frontage along I-4. 
Phase I will utilize approximately five and 
one-half acres of land for the building and 
a nearby parking garage. Construction 
will begin immediately. 
WE'LL USE HEAT TO COOL... 


With a blast on a solar-powered steam 
whistle and the roar of a digging 
bulldozer, a prototype solor-powered of- 
fice annex to our Central Energy Plant got 


underway last Friday. Solar energy will 


power an estimated 100% of the office 
building’s heating and hot water, and 80% 
of the building’s air conditioning needs. 

Reedy Creek Utility Companies (RCUC) 
Director Tom Jones explained that the 
project “culminates some three years of 
planning, research and testing. The con- 
cept is in keeping with Walt Disney’s ex- 
pressed philosophy for EPCOT ... the 
prototype demonstration of innovative 
systems, proving their viability, and 
showing people how these systems con- 
tribute to tomorrow’s world.” 

The solar energy annex “represents, in 
miniature, how we intend to approach 
EPCOT in cooperation with industry and 
government,” Tom went on to say. 

The Energy Research & Development 
Administration (ERDA) of the federal 
government awarded Walt Disney World 
a $344,000 grant for the project. The fed- 
eral funding will be used only for the solar 
portion of the building, with the system’s 
operation being monitored by telemetry 


equipment; sending data every five- 
minutes to NASA’s Marshall Flight 
Center where it will be analyzed and used 
in comparison with other solar experi- 
mental systems. 

OUR DESIGN CONCEPTIS UNIQUE... 


Using solar power is not anew concept. 
Many companies offer “home” models in 
the market place. But each has one com- 
mon denominator . . . they are prohibi- 
tively expensive. The Central Energy 
Plant annex’s design concept is unique, 
however, in that its 16 solar energy collec- 
tors will become the roof itself, instead of 
just sitting on the roof as conventional 
collectors do. 

Linked together across the top of the 
annex, our 16 collectors will eliminate the 
usual steel trusses, corrugated decking 
and insulating concrete of conventional 
roofs. Thus, they will lower the overall 
cost of the building, making the solar in- 
stallation more economically favorable. 

Each of the 8-foot wide by 32-foot long 
solar collectors will consist of a concave 
cylindrical reflective surface and heat ab- 
sorber unit. The absorber will concentrate 
heat reflected on it from the collector’s 
reflective surface to heat water, which is 
used as a transfer medium. 

The heated water is circulated by pump 
to storage tanks below for use in heating, 
cooling and hot water needs. Ten- 
thousand gallon storage tanks for both hot 
and cold water are features of our system. 

In keeping with the EPCOT philosophy 
of showcasing new and innovative sys- 
tems for people to learn from, the annex’s 
essential solar collection parts will be 
marked using color coding and made eas- 
ily visible from the exterior of the structure 
for viewing. 

The new solar-powered building is ex- 
pected to be operational by August of 
1977,
